This is a combination which never can exist again, 
as has been promptly rccoguizod by the public to 
whose heart and imagination it has appealed. 

It is on iiccount of that combination that the 
welcome which is being extended to the vessel and 
her nohlc freight is attended with exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances. For, it should be -remembered, 
cur soldiers have been coming back for a long time, 
many of them broken and muitned, under condi¬ 
tions of travel and arrival which contained noth¬ 
ing of th4 spectacular and in connection with which 
there has been very little demonstration or cere¬ 
mony.

A few days 
ago we published a dispfffch from flic East in 
which it was stated that the authorities did not 
intend to use this route in any other case. It was 
suggested that the Empress of Asia had to come 
to British Columbia anyway to resume her trans¬ 
pacific service and that otherwise the troops would 
have been returned by way of the Canadian At¬ 
lantic ports. The explanation, in fact, appeared 
to us to sound something like an apology for bring¬ 
ing Canadian troops home hy way of the Panama 
Canal and the Pacific. Certainly, the authorities 
in charge of the transport of Canudian troops did 
not sceuv to consider the question as one of unusual 
importance and significance, for they did not 
trouble to make public the names of the soldiers 
aboard, if they even interested themselves suffi¬ 
ciently to obtain them before the vessel left.

In that case it would 
have been possible to furnish information suffi¬ 
ciently definite to avert the fearful complications 
of the last day or two. 

This could have been done without any diffi¬ 
culty. It is done every day by private companies 
expecting incoming liners, as a matter of course, 
and surely wliat is done hy them as a matter of 
course is not altogether beyond the capacity of the 
naval transport service.

THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 


Next Post Office. 


Canada Food Board Llcenra »-7»1U 


— The elections for the German National Assem¬ 
bly appear to have resulted in a victory for the 
Majority Social ist o r Government party whie h baa 
164 seats out of a total of 421. The Christian Peo¬ 
ple party, otherwise the form<tr Centrist or Clerical 
party, is second with eighty-eight members, and the 
Democrats are third with seventy-seven. The Min¬ 
ority, or Independent, Socialist party which was 
represented in thw-Govermnent by Haase and Ditt- 
mann, until recently, captured only twenty- 
four seats. The two wings of the Social¬ 
ist party thus have a clear • majority be¬ 
tween them, hut if the attitude of the In¬ 
dependent Socialists in the past affords arty criter¬ 
ion the Government can depend upon only indif¬ 
ferent support from that source. As for the Spar- 
tacus group, it apparently has made no showing 
at all, recent developments in Berlin culminating in 
the death of Liebknecht and Rose Luxembourg, 
removing it from the field as a political force in 
this election. 

The Government party, composed of those who 
formerly wbre designated the Majority Socialists, 
is really the German Social Democratic party. 
This group, of which Ebert and Seheidemann are 
prominent members, is to be distinguished from 
other Socialist groups by its attitude to the war. 
It has been, as the Bolsheviks would say ironically, 
consistently •patriotic,” and its members have 
voted for the war credits iu the Reichstag. Its 
chief organ is Vorwaerts. 

The Independent Socialist party contains 
the pacifists,, who opposed the war, hut who 
cannot accept the extreme programme of * the 
8partaeus group. At the present time, the right 
X>ng of the party, with Haase and Dittmann, does 
not differ very seriously in its views from those 
of the official Social Democrats. The left v/ing, 
however, inspired by Ledebour and Daumig, tends 
to adopt, the view of .the. Spartacus group. The. 
chief organ of the party is Freiheit. 

The German National People’s party is the new 
and attractive name adopted by the Conservatives, 
who form u pre-eminently Prussian party, repre¬ 
senting the Junkers, the official class of the old 
regime, and a considerable section of the"Lutheran 
clergy. This party is utterly opposed to Social¬ 
ism to any form and to -Liberal principles. It ia 
possible that the association of Free Conservatives, 
who have existed as such since 1866, and of mem¬ 
bers of the Right Wing of the National Liberals, 
will moderate the extreme conservatism of the ma¬ 
jority of the party. At the present time the most 
influential meember of thegroup ia Herr von Kar-

“These,” he said, “are ad¬ 
vocated on all sides in the hope that the era of free 
.spending may tide over that of falling prices. 
Few of the promoters, however, appear to have 
considered where the money is to come from. By 
all means let a wise and statesmanlike view of the 
matter prevail, and all public works be undertaken 
whieh are in the best interests of the community, 
having regard to all aspeeta of the question. But 
let it not be forgotten that such works have to be 
paid for sooner or later out of the taxes, and the 
hope of every citizen at the plresenVmomcnt, I may 
safely say, is to see his tax bills reduced rather 
than largely increased. Even public borrowing 
cannot indefinitely postpone the evil day of pay¬ 
ment.” 

Sir John Aird quotes approvingly the recom¬ 
mendations made by Lord Cunliffe, Governor of 
the Bank of England, on this subject regarding 
public expenditure in the United Kingdom. This 
eminent financial anthority urged that money ex¬ 
pended' for reisiiistruetion work should come out 
of savings rather than from the creation of new 
creditf. 

Such .expenditure should be. on productive 
works, whether it comes from savings or 'loans. 
The spending of millions on works not required 
and which do not add to the productive wealth of 
the eonutry-is throwing money away. It eonht 
not last long, of course, and when the orgy was 
finished there would be nothing left but a gigantic 
increase in the debt for which the public would be 
taxed for a generation. Countries, like individu¬ 
als, come to disaster if they continue to live beyond 
their means.

He suggested that the prov¬ 
ince should take up the matter with 
the Federal Government. 

The Indian Commission. 

With regard to Indian reserves, the 
Premier referred to the report made 
two years ago by the Indian Commis¬ 
sion appointed by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment, a report which recommended the 
increasing of the IndihB reserve* 
rather than reducing them, as suggest¬ 
ed by the deputation. Two two Gov¬ 
ernments hud agreed that the Commis- I 
slon'n report should be adopted as a I 
settlement of the Indian reserve ques¬ 
tion. and this agreement had been con¬ 
firmed. The whole position as to Prov- I 
tnce and Dominion has been fixed by 
that action. Me recalled that he had 
approached the Dominion in respect of 
a fine tract of land in the Fraser Val¬ 
ley contained within a reserve, but so 
far he has been unable to secure any 
answer. 

Zone Divisions. 

Mr. Flumerfelt asked it it would be 
IK 1 A to SfwiHA the province into 
zones and fix a price for first and 
second-class lands In each and then 
flk a date by which, were the lands not 
under cultivation, the Government 
could step in and expropriate at the 
price fixed. 

The Premier admitted that theo¬ 
retically the province might have 
sovereign rights, but practically It had 
not. i\b witness flic action of the Do¬ 
minion in disallowing provincial legis¬ 
lation. He was certain that if the prov¬ 
ince attempted to pass legislation 
affecting Indian reserves it would be 
disallowed. 

Ready and Willing. 

•If the Dominion Government tells 
us it desires to put the returned men 
on lands now within the limits of In¬ 
dian reserve* and ask* us to give a 
quit claim deed, we will gladly do it." 
said the Premier, in anawer to Mr 
Boggs’* question as to ^whether, should 
the Dominion be willing, the Govern¬ 
ment would be willing tu relinquish its 
reversionary rights.

Victoria’s Hinterland. 

What the development would repre¬ 
sent to the city of Victoria it is diffi¬ 
cult to estimate. The Cast Coast was 
once tributary to Victoria, but In the 
development of the areas washed by 
the waters of the Gulf of Georgia, other 
cities have sprung up which hava 

• withdrawn custom from this city. The 
West Coast, however, would have no 
competing market, for the great bar¬ 
rier ranges of the interler shut it ofT 
from the railways of the East Coast 
The business of 50*004 people might 
be done here on steamer days, filling 
up the vacant stores and office build¬ 
ings which attest the over-confidence 
of a realty boom. In fact It Is the only 
virgin area to be tapped for trade of 
an insular character. Yet stagnation 
still mark's the situation so far as ac¬ 
tive prosecution of its development ex¬ 
ists. 

• Rail Communication. 

The rail situation has not been 
remedied by the proposed Island 
branch of the Ciuiadlaa National 
Railways, because the area tapped will 
only serve the head of Nttinat Lake. 
The hope for a generation had been 
for a railway along the West Coast, 
but the scheme of 1909 rejected the 
plan in favor of the eastern route, so 
that the natural grade of ths edast 
was not followed, leaving the country 
dependent on a marine service. The 
strategic valus of rail communication 
is patent to everyone who knows the 
coast. 

Thus road service becomes more 
necessary than ever to the relief of 
the straggling settlements. It also has 
a valuable aspect In the protection of 
life, as disastrous wrecks on the West 
Coast have proved. In affording succor 
to ship wrecked persons. The condition 
of the trail to Nttinat delayed the In¬ 
vestigation of the wreck of the Ren¬ 
frew 'as late as November last Such 
. trails as exist require Unking up into a 
littoral road which would Ue ths set¬ 
tlements together .and avoid the pres¬ 
ent state of isolation. 

Wantsd: A Motor Road.

from the exploitation of tbe timber and 
mineral resources of the area affected 
would then be able to have shipping 
lie to. at all stages of the weather, free 
from the breakers of the Pacific, which 
Often make landings at the settlements 
impossible, especially in the Winter 
season. _ 

While such a plan would entail, says 
Mr. Murton. action by the Federal au¬ 
thorities. he contends that co-opera¬ 
tion by the Provincial authorities is 
essential. 

One very valuable asset, to which 
little attention has been given in the 
development of industries is the op¬ 
portunities for water power develop¬ 
ment in the district, which could be 
harnessed to the needs of Industry and 
keep the wheels turning at a low cost. 

Mr. Murton estimates that half a 
million acres could be tapped from ; 
San Juan Harbor, and that by tbe de- I 
livery of the timber at tbe factories, 
an industry of colossal Importance, 
apart from metalliferous development, 
could be carried out at ths sstaary. 
He claims that the development would 
recoup the Governments for the ex¬ 
penditure on public works and trans¬ 
portation within a very few years. The 
report on the Gordon River magnetite 
deposit lias been most encouraging, 
and the area deserves ths e x a m i n ation 
of investors. The placer mining poe- 
sibillties are small compared with the 
ferrous products. If the opinion of 
geologists and explorers of this wild 
hinterland are to be trusted. 

Yet it is a land that ia locked prac¬ 
tically from production, and ths key 
which will throw open the door of 
promise is communication by land and 
improved transportation by water. The 
gkuit cedars await ths axs,. ths UsU 
leap In vain for the net. the minerals 
hide in age-old rocks from the miner's 
pick, and the green valleys call for 
settlement. As with Barclay so with 
Stamp, but hitherto the cry has fallen 
on deaf ears.
